Record Enrollment, 
Numerous "Firsts" 
Mark School Openings 

With an all time record enroll- 
ment and numerous "firsts" Jef- 
ferson County schools started 

their first full week of classes 
Monday following organizational 
sessions that began last Wednes- 
day. 

The enrollment figure as ol 
Tuesday afternoon was 27,558 in 
elementary schools and 15,977 in 
high schools for a total of 43,535. 
Last year's total number was 40,- 
386. 

"Firsts" include extension of 
television and ungraded classes 
to all high schools, and speech 
therapy classes. The ungraded 
classes and television sessions 
were inaugurated last year in 
mentary schools. 

The ungraded classes are for 
pupils who are unable to keep 
up with students in their age 
groups and are given special 
training in special classes. This 
helps the individual child as well 
as others who are more proficient, 
James Everett Farmer, assistant 
superintendent for instruction, 
said. 

Speech therapy classes are for 
children in the ninth grade and 
up were organized with the as- 
sistance of the State Department 
of Education. Pupils with speech 
difficulties in the Dixie Highway 
and Preston Highway areas were 
screened by state experts who 
helped organized the classes. 
Teachers of such classes have been 
receiving special training. 

Schools started their second 
year of racial integration 
without incident. Presence of Ne- 
groes in high schools is more pre- 
velent than in elementary cen- 
ters. One reason is that the county 
still maintains several of its Ne- 
elementary schools. There 
has been no wholesale transfer 
of pupils in the integration pro- 
gram, it was said. 

The Catholic School Board re- 
ported an increase in elementary 
enrollment in county parochial 
schools of 1,725 and a decrease 
Louisville of 584. County 
schools have an enrollment of 
more than 11,000. The city total 
is in excess of 17,000.

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A NEW CONCEPT IN FAIR COMPETITION 

Time and again it has been attempted to successfully 
bddIv the principle of communism (not a capital C) to the 
economic life of a nation or a people. But, obviously, hu- 
man nature isn't adaptable to the process involved. 

Primitive American society tried out a plan by which 
the people were to have their economic living in common, 
but it didn't work. The "good" points of the system were 
abused by some, who took advantage of eating out of the 
common granary. The early Christian church started a 
plan for pooling individual resources. It didn t work out 
satisfactorily and was abandoned. 

The holy scriptures reveal the fact that personal prop- 
erty rights are inherent and inviolable. Paying one's own 
way is the old and honored American custom. Americans 
have long taken justifiable pride in it. 

The time honored American rule means, simply, that 
one pavs for what one gets and gets what he pays for, re- 
gardless of the type of merchandise traded for. On a reason- 
able basis, it is expected to pay the cost of the service or 
the commodity provided, plus a profit to the provider. If 
its needed or wanted its bought by him who needs it and 
makes use of it. 

This fundamental principle governs the vast majority 
of all commercial transactions. Or it is at least supposed 
to. But in the drift toward socialism in recent years there 
have come more and more exceptions, although it is true 
that many people don't seem to realize it. It comes about 
through the new (for this country) conception of the fed- 
eral government setting up shop in commercial enterprises. 

Just for one example, take the parcel post service, 
which is subsidized bv the federal government through 
the Post Office Department. As a purely commercial en- 
terprise, it is directly competitive with private, taxpaying 
carriers of parcels and small freight shipments such as the 
agency cares to include in its scope of services.

SECURITY WRECKED 

When Senator James O. East- 
land recently made the charge on 
the United States Senate floor 
that the Supreme Court, in a long 
series of decisions, had wrecked 
this nation's internal defense 
against Communist subversion, 
he backed up his declaration with 
a number of key decisions handed 
down by the so-called "Warren 
Court." Actually there are more 
than 20 decisions that have great 
ly aided the Communist interna- 
tional conspiracy within our na- 
tion and weakened our internal 
defense. 

Herbert Philbrick, who worked 
for the F.B.I, as a counterspy ir 
the deep Communist under- 
ground, gave me a list of 17 de- 
cisions which he considers to 
have been the most damaging. 
In bringing out these decisions 
the "Warren Court" many 
has interpreted legislated law to 
mean something which Congress 
never intended it to mean. 
Steve Nelson decision is a case 
in point. The Supreme Court 
freed Nelson, a Communist con- 
victed of sedition by Pennsyl- 
vania courts. It declared that this 
right to prosecute an alleged sub- 
versive was not a state's right but 
was reserved to the Federal Gov- 

Key Decisions

tot outboard motorboat and had 
fished all afternoon from a con- 
crete wall that extend* 200 feet 
from the Kentucky side. 

Word reported the starting cord 
stuck as the men completed their 



craft upstream. However, they 
did not notice that the boat wa* 
drifting toward the spillway. 

When their danger was ascer- 
tained Word tosed a life preserver 
to Jarvis, who could not swim, 
and told him to hold onto the 
boat.
